The issue grew out of Britain’s 
all-out efforts to conserve dollars 
by restricting oi] imports from 
hard-currency areas.

Supreme Court of Canada on the

Lon- 
dor of betraying’ atomic secrets’ to Rus- 
sia and has been sentenced to 14 years 
in prison: . 

The moral is that anyone who sub- 
scribes to communism of the Soviet brand 
to Moscow, irrespec- 
tive of his nationality. A lot of folks 
seem to have failed to grasp that cardinal 
fact, and it may be that, Fuchs was one 
of those who missed the point—until it 
was. too late. 

Fuchs was a German who fied Nazi 
persecution in 1933 and was given refuge 
in Britain.

Dr. Fuchs had become a mémber of
